what favor is Alsike clover finding 
among farmers?

The Commissioner of Agriculture has 

inted Prof. M. 8. Kern to be Forestry 

Agent for the Agricultural Department. 
Mr. Kern is a distinguished landscape 
dener of Columbia, Mo., and the author of 
awork on “Rural Gardening.” Commis- 
sioner Colman, at the request of the Presi- 
dent, will appoint Mrs. George W. Cross, 
widow of Sergt. Cross, of the Greeley Arc- 
tic expedition, to a position in the Agricul- 
tural Department. 


The idea of co-operative agriculture is 
being elaborated by the Minneapolis 
Knights of Labor, who have been @ corpor- 
ated society since 1883. At their last meet- 
ing they discussed a scheme for the found- 
ing of acolony where speculators cannot 
enter. The society purpose issuing 5000 
shares at $10 each, to be invested in land, 
the limit for each member to be one-half 
section. In this way each wil) be provided 
with ahome anda farm, even though he 
be of moderate means. 


The observations of a banker of Cedar 
Rapids, were to the effect that, before 
dairying was introduced into Linn county, 
he could hardly find money to supply the 
demand of borrowers. But after the farm- 
ers went into cows, and of late years, he 
had more money on deposit than he can 
find use for at aprofit. As long as the 
farmers stuck to grain raising, they kept 
poor and “hard up,” but since they have 
gone into dairying they have become pros- 
perous, and are to-day independent, with 
good bank accounts. 


Col. F. D. Curtis of New York, is of the 
opinion that the practice of raising cream

It would be interesting, if not im- 
portant, to know whether this is an opin- 
ion only, handed down from the days of a 
different practice, or whether this is an 
actual fact.

Poultry Department. 
Variety in Food. 


Variety is one great charm of life; vari- 
ety we demand in our own tables, and va- 
riety we must give also to our feathered 
favorites, if we would have them fulfill our 
expectations. Our own appetites would 
flag were the same dish to be presented to 
us day after day, excellent that 
dish might be. In like manner we will find 
our poultry droop if we present to them 
the same unvarying mess. Let the hen- 
wife, then, study a reasonable variety in 
their food. And she has a wide range for 
this—oats, barley, wheat, rice, may all be 
given in turn. Buckwheat is much used 
in France for fattening fowls. It is grown 
successfully in England, but not in Scot- 
land. Sunflower seeds are said to fatten 
fowls rapidly, and are eaten greedily by 

. Rice may be given raw, the fowls 
will pick it up like any other grain; but it 
will be found a much more economical plan 
to boll it; for when boiled very soft and 
allowed to cool in the water, it will swell 
out to an amezing extent. It is more ex- 
pensive than m, except when it is got 
damaged by wholesale dealers, in which 
case it will be found economical. Grain 
can be given raw and boiled wage wae, A 
except oats, which must always be given in 
its raw, dry state. Barley, if given raw, 
must be supplied very eparingly; for it 
swells out so much in the crop that, if giv- 
en freely, it will be sure to injure the fowls. 
The safest plan is to have it boiled, so that 
the process of swelling may be accomplish- 
ed before it enters the crop. In this way 
it will be found an economical food 
Wheat is also rendered more economical 
by boiling. It is a favorite with fowls. 

hatever be the method adopted of feed- 
fowls, they should have a fair allow- 
ce of dry grain each day—either a good 
feed in the middle of the day, or a smaller 
ge | twice a day, morning and eve- 
ning. If they have too much soft and green 
food they will be apt to have diarrhea: if, 
— oe, they bave too much dry 
grain, they will suffer in the opposite way. 
Attention must be paid to the proper reg- 
ulation of the diet. By watchfulness in 
this respect, disease, and, perhaps, certain 
death, might frequently be warded off. 
Fowls are very fond of bread, as may be 








seen by the eagerness with which they 
scramble for the crumbs occasionally 
thrown to them; the scraps, therefore, 


should be carefully preserved for them, 
and the hard crusts should be steeped and 
mixed with their soft mess. Any rough 
bone may also be thrown to them; they 
will pick it very neatly. They display car- 
nivorous propensities to a considerable ex- 
tent; so much so that they have been seen 
watching for a mouse at the taking down 
of a stack, and the moment it tried to es- 
cape running after itin full chase, cocks 
aad hens together, and not only pecking it 
to death, but actually devouring !t. 

The bill of fare we have presented has 
been intended for the poultry yard in gen- 
erdl; but should there be any young hens 
of the early brood, which in autumn show 
a disposition to lay, and should the hen- 
wife wish to encourage them in this, she 
can indulge them with more generous fare 
and more comfortable housing. 

The feeding may be warm potatoes or 
Indian corn, with oatmeal porridge twice a 
day. The housing may be in the hatching 
house, where warm nests of clean oatstraw 
may be prepared for them furnished with 
nest-eggs. ‘They must be separated from 
the others at feeding time, so that they 
may have an opportunity of enjoying their 
tempting fare in peace. The increased red- 
ness of the comb and the singing noise 
which the hen makes indicate that she will 
soon begin to lay. As has been previously 
stated, the laying hen must bave access to 
limy rubbish, in order to form the outer 
covering of the egg. Like every workman 
she must have materials; if we do not sup- 
ply them to her, we cannot expect any 


produce. 

Fowls of all kinds require sand or gravel 
to assist in grinding the food in their stom- 
achs. We have read of certain fowls on 
board ship, which, notwithstanding ali the 
care bestowed upon them, sickened and 
died in their coops. On being dispatched, 
the want of any gravelly substance was 
found to be the cause of their death. 
Stones being obtained at a convenient port, 
they were ground down and given to the 
remaining fowls, which, although affected 
in the same manner as those which had 
died, soon returned to a healthy condition.

Poultry Notes. 


Spring chickens were quoted in New 
York, July 3d, at 37 and 40 cents per Ib. 
at wholesale, and at 27 to 30 cents per lb. 
live weight. In conversation with a well 
known commission dealer in Boston a few 
days since, he informed us that he was 
having the eggs from some of the leading 
poultrymen in this State, and that thus far, 
at no time, had he paid them less than 21 
cents, after deducting all freights and com- 
missions. This price he would have been 
giad to have paia others, could he have had 
their eggs twice a week, and known that 
every one was fresh. It pays to put the 
eggs on the market in good condition and 
be absolutely certain that every one is 
fresh. While these parties have been re- 
ceiving the prices named or more, others 
and the great majority, have been selling 
for ten to thirteen cents per dozen. Here 
we have the solution of the hen question. 

July ist, a lady in Kennebec amy A 
marketed her first lot of apring chicks in 
Lewiston, at twenty-eight cents per |b.. 
weighing over three pounds each. ese 
were raised at an expense of not over 15 
cents each for food, the balance being the 
amount realized for care and attention. 

In dressing chicks for the market, the 
first thing is to bleed thoroughly and this 
can best be done by severing the artery at 
the base of the brain, and bleeding through 
the mouth. Another equally important 
item is to pluck the feathers while the 
bird is warm. In some large establish- 
ments they have machines for killing and 
dry picking poultry, where the work can 
be accomplished in a very short time. 
The chicks or fowl to be killed should al- 
ways be tied by the legs and hung to a line 
or wire, for if thrown on the ground they 
will jump about and bruise themselves so 
as to injure their appearance. During the 
busy months of July and August, a little 
time must be given each day to the chick- 
They must be fed regularly, sup- 
water. and protected from 
t. It will not 
do to neglect for a day these precautions, 
no matter how much haying may drive. 
A little sulphur or insect powder scattered 
about the pens wiil do much to rid them of 
vermin and keep the poultry in healthy 
condition. Don’t forget the rusty nails in 
the drinking dishes. The iron will be 
needed during the moulting season which 
commences so s00n, and in no way can it 
be supplied so easily as this. or 
shrubs should be provided for all poultry 

ned in pens. They require the shade 
during the middle of the day. 


Horse Department. | 


Friday night there was much bustle in 
the lobbies of the Kennard House at Cleve- 
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In fact, more tickets calling for seats were 
sold than could be honored. The private 
box chairs also were in great demand. 
Hundreds of ladies who were unable to se- 
cure chairs viewed the race from their car- 
riages. The assemblage, although large, 
was orderly. Very few men were seen 
who had allowed the patriotic lager to get 
the best of them. Murphy put a few bun- 
dred dollars on his horse when Frank Shaw 
commenced —s pools, and Budd Doble 
followed suit. sharp fellows who 
were looking for points winked at each 
other, and they called for Maxey Cobb un- 
til the son of Happy Medium was almost 
an equal favorite with Phallas. Bither 
gave his stallion a Warming up mile in 2.28, 
and while he was having him rubbed down 
in the roped ring under the apple trees he 
seemed anything buthappy. ‘I do not like 
him,” he said tous. “None of my money 
shall go on him until after the first heat. 
A sharp struggle may help to clear his 
pipes, and he should be a better horse for 
the second heat.’” Mr. Case received the 
same reply from his driver, and he decided 
to walt until after one heat was trotted 
before sending an order to the pool-stand. 
Mr. Cohnfeld iooked nervous, but he would 
not have paid any one a dollar to guarantee 
him a first heat. The timidity of the Phal- 
las party gave him great confidence on 
this point. The sun was bright, the air in- 
vigorating, and there wasno wind. Every- 
thing favored fast time, and the dream was 
nursed that Maxey Cobb would lower the 
stallion record. The friends of Phallas 
simply talked about bottom telling in the 
last heats of the struggle for the crown. 
The judges, President Wm. Edwards, 
Thomas Axworthy and J. D. McClusky, 
called Murphy and Bither into the stand 
and asked them to draw for positions. 
The lot decided that Maxey Cobb should 
have the pole. Previous to being ordered 
to score for the word, Murphy in black 
jacket and green cap, stood on the edge of 
the track with folded arms, and thousands 
of eyes scanned him closely, and the re- 
mark passed from lip to lip, “He will win 
if he can; money will not buy him.” A 
few feet from him stood Bither, in new 
purple jacket and cap, playing with his 
whip, and the decision of critical observers 
was, that courage was stamped on his face. 
In one of the boxes sat Mr. Case, a trifle 
restless, and gathered around him were 
members of his family, bis wife and 
daughters wearing purple bows, evidently 
cut from the silk out of which the jacket 
of Bither was mas made. In a box higher 
up was Mr. Cohnfeld, the picture of anxi- 
ety. He was on his feet more than three- 
fourths of the time, and with the aid of a 
field glass he followed every movement of 
bis horse. ‘The bell tapped, the band 
ceased playing, and the drivers took their 
seats behind the famous stallions. The 
first score Phallas came down ahead and 
the recall was sounded. As the horses 
jogged back the contrast between their 
gait was striking. Phallas shuffled along 
on his toes, as if sore while Cobb stepped 
out with the grace of perfect action. In 
the second score Phalias left his feet, and 
a sob bordering on the hysterical rose from 
the Case box. On the third score, Phailas 
again went into the air, but it was such a 
nervy, snappy break, that the critics ac- 
cepted it as an evidence of fine feeling in- 
stead of soreness on the part of the horse. 
But to the less practiced eye of the daugh- 
ter of the owner of the stallion, it forebod- 
ed disaster, and «a half suppressed sob 
again floated on the air. On the fourth 
score Maxey Cobb grabbed a scalping 
boot and left his feet, and now agitation 
ruled the box higher up in the stand. Mr. 
Cohnteld rushed down and across the 
track, held a brief consultation with 
Murphy, and returned with more delibera- 
tion to his seat. Inthe fifth score Phallas 
was ahead, but Murphy nodded for the 
word, and President Edwards gave it clear 
and strong. Before the first turn had been 
reached the brown son ot Dictator made a 
snappy lunge into the air, but while the 
“Obs!” were dying away, Bither settled 
him, and sent him to the front with a light- 
ning-like rush, cutting in somewhat sharp- 
ly to the pole, and taking that position 
from Cobb. Murphy seemad to be satis- 
tied with a slow pace, because the watches 
showed that the first quarter was trotted 
in 35 seconds. At the half-mile pole, 
which was reached in 1.0844, there was 
plenty of daylight between we two stal- 
lions, and at the third qnarter, time 1.41, 
Maxey Cobb was still behind. Murphy 
now began to drive his horse evidently 
hoping to rush bis an mist off his feet, 
but Phallas was equal to the increased 
flight, and he did not weaken. The whip 
tell sharply on the back and shoulders of 
Maxey Cobb, but Bither shook out Phallas 
and he crossed the score a winner of the 
heat by a length in 2.14. The last half 
was trotted 1.0534, a 2.11 gait. The result, 
although unexpected, moved the vast 
throng to cheers. Bither admitted that 
Phallas had surprised him, and the lament 
of the stable was that the money had not 
been put on prior to the start. The groom 
was the only one who rejoiced. He had 
risked his savings at $100 to $90, and he 
felt happy. ‘The betting om the seco 
heat was tame, Phalias being an immense 
favorite. The purple in the Case box was 
worn more boldly now, and the only 
spot in the broad park where the sun did 
not shine was on the chair which held Mr.

and he had two lengths the best of it at the 
quarter pole in 1.403g.

The 
time as taken by George W. Short and 
Rody Patterson, was 21534.

For the sponge: One-half cup of 
yeast, 1 teaspoonful of salt, 1 pint of warm 
water; stir flour in thick as you would for 
griddle cakes When raised sufficiently or 
until it looks like foam. mould and set to 
rising again, using as little flour as possi- 
ble; when light enough, mould again, put 
into tins, let it rise awhile, then bake slow- 
ly one hour; this makes one large loaf or 
two small ones. GEM.
